She was reaponalble for typln^^ all reports which oar section sent to 
U* Col. TARBUK*^ office. 

3. Dorisl&5IZH£ B. of German extract! on» was the saeond aeoretary in our 
section. At tntt iise she wea circa 22 years of age; abe originated fros Shleak (ale) 
where bar father served as Lieutenant in the Garaan ahutapoliaal . In 1941 

had bean Bobiliaad into tha Luftwaffe Nachrichtenhelfarin; she joined our section 
in either 1942 or 1943 after, having received her separation fron the Luftwaffe. 

She knew the Camsn ^nd French languages and was pnrti*«^ly .‘^equainted with the folish 
language. 3he wns both a stenographist and a typist. 

4* On 17 January 1945 our section waa evaoueted toAUgee, On this date 
TtEIZNiR received her eeparation fron the aaetlon and Is believed to have joined her 
fpthar In ibleak. I have hwd no contact with her ^Inca that tine. When X moved to 
Hunloh fron Austria in 1947« coUaagua Iart>ala« ^ is now in tha Onitad 

Stetoiuinfomad se that he had met Doria HSIZII£B iq Nunioh In the fall of 1946.
